\ person 65 or older 
can qualify for both hos- 
pital and doctor bill in- 
surance $ven if he con- 
tinues to work full time or 
if has never worked 
under social security. If 
a person wants protection 
under the Doctor Bill part 
of Medicare to be effec- 
tive with the month he be- 
comes age 65, an appli- 
cation must be filed early 
Mr. Scott stated. There is 
a 7 month period for sign- 
ing up. This isthe 3 months 
before 65, the month of a

The yellow-fever mos- 
quito is the only one in 
the United States known 
to be a carrier of yellow 
and dengue fevers, It found 
its way to America during 
the days of sailing ships 
when few restrictions to 
prevent its entry were a~ 
vailable. 

No virus of yellow fever 
has appeared in the United 
States for approximately 
50 years, but the carrier 
of the disease, the mos- 
quito, exists in great num- 
bers in urban centers and 
certain rural areas of the 
Southern states. 

The yellow-fever mos- 
quito (Aedes Aegypti) is a 
highly domesticated insect. 
It depends a great deal 
on the carelessness of man 
for survival. Any piece of 
rubbish or trash lying in 
the yard that will hold water 
is a potential breeding 
place. 

The mosquito breeds in 
abandoned automobiles, old 
appliances, old tires, and 
any water-holding contain- 
ers around yards. The fe- 
male deposits her eggs on 
the sides of the containers 
just above the water line, 
but they may not hatch 
for more than a year. 

Strangely enough, they 
do not breed in ground 
pools, ditches or lakes. To 
eliminate the mosquito, a 
thorough and complete in- § 
spection of all premises 
within the state is required. @ 
Treatment by hand and § 
power sprayers is applied & 
to containers when breed- 
ing is discovered, A radius § 
of 300 feet around the con- 
tainers is also sprayed to 
kill any adult mosquitoes.

Asset To Wiregrass Area 


The retired military of- 
ficer is a new and potent 
factor in Wiregrass po- 
litical, civic and economic 
life. This was revealed by 


‘a survey conducted by the 


Fort Rucker Chapter of 
the Retired Officers As- 
sociation. 


The survey shows that 
there are more than 500 
retired officers living in 
the Wiregrass Area, Most 
of these have a wife and 
one or two children, The 
retired military inthe area 
is therefore represented by 
1,500 to 2,000 people. 

It also revealed that the 
retired officer is having 
no troubleassimilating 
himself into the area even 
if he was born and reared 
thousands of miles away. 
For the past 20 or 30 
years the average retired 
officer and his family have 
moved to a different part 
of the United States about 
once every three years. 
They have lived ina foreign 
country for about six years 
of this period. And they 
will tell you that they have 
become aware that although 
each section of the country 
has some different customs 
and ways, these are, for the 
most part, small and al- 
most insignificant. 

Retired officers have 
also learned that every 
state in the union has some 
good points and advantages 
to enjoy and it’s only a 
matter for the newcomer to 
find these and take ad- 
vantage of them, For ex- 
ample, most of the retired 
officers questioned praised 
the fresh water and deep 
sea fishing available to 
Wiregrass residents. Many

of the world’s most industrial- 
ized areas here is helping the 
fight on famine, hunger and mal- 
nutrition, 

The “micro-farm,” produc- 
ing such diverse crops as rice, 
barley and beans is actually 
a laboratory of the Esso Re- 
search and Eugineering Co. In it, 
sclentists can simulate soil and 
climate conditions found virtual- 
ly anywhere in the world. In so 
doing, they are able to develop 
fertilizers and agricultural 
chemicals best suited for vary- 
ing conditions of temperature, 
humidity, rainfall and sunlight. 
The top soil of the world will 
thus be made more productive. 

The laboratory contains four 
“growth chambers." Each is so 
designed that a turn of a few 
dials can change conditions in 
the chamber from those peculiar 
to Philippine rice paddies to 
those found in Colombia high- 


lands. Overhead incandescent 
and ultraviolet lights provide 
appropriate “sunlight.” 

During the course of a year, 
each chamber can produce the 
equivalent of five acres of crops. 
Thus, the four chambers can 
provide 20 acres of preliminary 
field testing. 

The development of specially 
tailored fertilizers and farm 
chemicals is but one part of the 
oil industry's contribution to the 
agricultural revolution of the 
last 50 years. During the first 
half of this century, the contri- 
butions of petroleum research 
were primarily in the area of 
developing low cost fuels and 
lubricants which made it eco- 
nomically possible to mechanize 
farm operations. 

More recently, the emphasis 
has been on developing tech- 
nology designed to increase 
yields while reducing losses 
caused by plant diseases and 
pests familiar to farmers.

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Football Heat Deaths 
Preventable, Says AMA That Rabies Is Fatal 


CHICAGO— Heat deaths among 
high school and college football 
players could be a thing of the past 
ifcoaches and players follow recom- 
mendations made ata meeting here 
recently, 

When football practice opens in 
a few weeks, the first hot days 
could be dangerous for players un- 
less precautions to avoid heat ill- 


ness are taken now, a panel of 


medical and sports authorities 
agreed, 

Heat illness last year caused the 
deaths of one college football player 
and four, possibly five, high school 
players. It contributed to “close 
calls” and injuries of many more. 

Phe five-man panel, appearing at 
a meeting sponsored by the 
American Medical Association's 
Committee on the Medical Aspects 
of Sports, agreed that: 

I. Prospective football players 
should get out of air-conditioned 
surroundings now and start getting 
accustomed to.svigorous exercise in 
hot weather. 

2. Coaches should abandon the 
old practice of withholding water 
from athletes during, practice, Fail- 
ure Co replenish water and salt lost 
through perspiration increases the 
chances for heat exhaustion or heat 
stroke 

*. Athletes should be acclimated 
to hot weather by carefully grad- 
At least 
the first five days of practice should 
be devoted to non-contact workouts. 

1, Both coaches and players 
should be alert for signs of heat ill- 
ness, such as lethargy, stupor, awk-

A firm and hearty hand- 
clasp accompanied by a 
smile is known and prac- 
ticed as a signal of good 
will. It’ could be that a 
man of good will who offers 
a moist, cold handshake 
perhaps suffers from 
neryousness and timidity. 
The perfunctory so- 
so handshakes indicates, 
intentionally or unin- 
tensionally, an aloofness 
or lack of interest. The 
hands themselves reveal 
much, Hands ‘can be beau- 
tiful, from the baby’s hands 
which Swinburne called the 
Sweetest flowers in all the 
world to the gnarled wrin- 
kled hands of old age, 
Whether they be the deli- 
cately expressive hands of 
a ballet dancer, or the 
scarred hands of the 
manual laborer, the hands 
have character, 

To the physician, the 
hands are aids in recog- 
nition and diagnosis of dis- 
ease. Some diseases are 
revealed by the hands, for 
excessive sweating may be 
seen in tension, cold dry 
hands point tohypothyroid- 
ism, and tremor occurs 
with weakness due to ner- 
vousness or circula- 
tory disorders, Addison’s 
disease, liver disease, and

Said Purdue University’s team 
physician, L. W. Combs, M.D.: 
“Coaches used to think that if a 
player lost a lot of weight on the 
first day or so of practice, it was a 
good workout. Actually, all the 
player lost was body liquid—which 
is dangerous.” 

Allan J. Ryan, M.D,, team physi- 
cian at the University of Wisconsin, 
agreed with Dr. Combs, ‘tAny 
player who loses more than three 
per cent of his body weight in a 
practice session is not getting enough 
salt and water,” he said. 

Excessive salt and water loss can 
result in heat stroke, an extremely 
dangerous condition, Dr, Ryan 
pointed out. Anyone can suffer heat 
stroke if he is active in hot weather 
and neglects to replace salt and 
Water lost by perspiration, The re- 
sult is a breakdown in the sweating 
mechanism and collapse, 

If prompt measures aren't taken 
to get the heat stroke victim cooled 
immediately, the result can be death

A Will 


Is Necessary 


A will is one of the 
most important, though oft- 
en most neglected, docu- 
mehts the average family 
requires. 

“A will is essential to 
your estate plan,’ points 
out Miss Elizabeth Bryan, 
home management special- 
ist with the Auburn Univer- 
sity Extension Service, 
“With this document you 
can give specific in- 
structions for the disposal 
of your assets and can 
often save a lot of these 
assets by avoiding un- 
necessary expenses and 
taxes,” 

While every situation is 


different, here are some 
general suggestions you 
may want to consider in 


drawing up your will, 

A well-planned will pro- 
vides for each family mem- 
ber according to his or 
her needs, and makes a 
truly equitable plan for the 
distribution of your prop- 
erty. It should designate 
a guardian for all children 
under the age of twenty- 
one. A responsible execu- 
tor should be named to 
manage and distribute the 
estate, and the will should 
provide that he serve with- 
out bond, 

It is important to re- 
view your will at regular 
intervals and bring it up 
to date when there is a 
change in circumstances. 
An obsolete will can be 
worse than none at all, 
states Miss Bryan, 

Although a husband and 
wife may make a joint or 
mutual will, the survivor 
may be bound for life by 
an arrangement that might 
have tragic consequences, 
For this reason attorneys 
usually recommend in- 
dividual wills, 

Above all, don’t put off 
this necessary task too 
long, warns the specialist. 
A little foresight and prep- 
aration now will save your 
heirs considerable worry 
at a time when they are 
least prepared for such 
matters. A will won’t let 
you “‘take it with you,’’ 
but it will help your heirs 
to make a just and peace- 
able settlement,

rabies as a disease caused 
by a virus found mainly 
in the brain, salivary 
glands and saliva of dogs, 


cats, monkeys, skunks, 
rabbits, bats, foxes and 
other animals, It can be 


present in them for a short 
time or for a long period 
before signs of the disease 
appear. 

[he virus is transmit- 
ted by saliva through an 
Open wound, such as a bite, 
It generally is present only 
in the saliva beginning with 
the two to three day period 
before the animal shows 
evidence of having the dis- 
ease. Thus, an animal that 
has attacked and bitten out- 
wardly appear normal. The 
picture usually associated 
with rabid dogs in which 
there is drooling from the 
mouth, snarling and un- 
natural stance or gait, does 
not appear until the disease 
is in its final stages, This 
is why it is important that 
an animal which has bitten 
someone be captured and 
confined for observation to 
determine if it actually has 
rabies, 

In humans, the time be- 
tween being bitten by a 
rabid animal and the on- 
set- of symptoms is also 
variable, They can occur 
n ten days or as long 
seven months, Once 
symptoms have appeared, 


however, the disease is 
always fatal. The im- 
portant thin; member, 
the doctor said, is to get 
proper medical attention 
quickly, Treatment is most 
effective when started as 
soon as possible after it 
has been determined that 


the attacking animal was 
diseased by rabies, 
Treatment is often pain- 
ful and sometimes carries 
with it an element of dan- 
ger. Every effort shouldbe 
made to locate the animal 
because if it is not rabid, 
there is no need for the 
antirabies treatment, and 
the victim is spared pain 
and days of worry. A person 
who is bitten should try 
to give as complete a de- 
scription as possible of the 


animal and the situation 
under which he was ate 
tacked to aid in location 


and capture, 


“Your health depart- 
ment, in cooperation with 
the local veterinaryso- 
ciety, is on constant guard 
against rabies outbreaks, 
and stands ready to offer 
its full assistance in the

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Football Heat Deaths = lod Wars 
Preventable, Says AMA That Rabies Is Fatal 


CHICAGO~— Heat deaths among 
high school and college football 
players could be a thing of the past 
ifcoaches and players follow recom- 
mendations made ata meeting here 
recently, 

When football practice opens in 
a few weeks, the first hot days 
could be dangerous for players un- 
less precautions to avoid heat ill- 


ness are taken now, a panel of 


medical and sports authorities 
aureed, 

Heat illness last year caused the 
deaths of one college foothall player 
and four. possibly five, high school 
players. It contributed to “close 
calls” and injuries of many more, 

The five-man panel, appearing at 
a meeting sponsored by the 
American Medical Association's 
Committee on the Medical Aspects 
of Sports, agreed that: 

I. Prospective football players 
should get out of air-conditioned 
surroundings now and start getting 
accustomed to vigorous exercise in 
hot weather, 

2. Coaches should abandon the 
old practice of withholding water 
from athletes during practice, Fail- 
ure to replenish water and salt lost 
through perspiration increases the 
chances for heat exhaustion or heat 
stroke 

3. Athletes should be acclimated 
to hot weather by carefully grad- 
At least 
the first five days of practice should 
be devoted to non-contact workouts. 


uated practice schedules 


1. Both coaches and players 
should be alert for signs of heat ill- 
ness, such as lethargy, stupor, awk- 
wardness. or unusual fatigue.

To the physician, the 
hands are aids in recog- 
nition and diagnosis of dis- 
ease, Some diseases are 
revealed by the hands, for 
excessive sweating may be

Said Purdue University’s team 
physician, L. W. Combs, M.D.: 
“Couches used to think that if a 
player lost a lot of weight on the 
lirst day or so of practice, it was a 
#0od workout. Actually, all the 
player lost was body liquid—which 
is dangerous.” 

Allan J. Ryan, M.D., team physi- 
cian at the University of Wisconsin, 
agreed with Dr, Combs. "Any 
player who loses more than three 
per cent of his body weight in a 
practice session is not getting enough 
salt and water,” he said. 

Excessive salt and water loss can 
result in heat stroke, an extremely 
dangerous condition, Dr, Ryan 
pointed out. Anyone can suffer heat 
stroke if he is active in hot weather 
and neglects to replace salt and 
water lost by perspiration 
sult is a breakdown in the sweating 
mechanism and collapse. 

If prompt measures aren't taken 
to get the heat stroke victim cooled

A Will 


Ts Necessary 


A will is one of the 
most important, though oft- 
en most neglected, docu- 
ments the average family 
requires, 

“A will is essential to 
your estate plan,’’ points 
out Miss Elizabeth Bryan, 
home management special- 
ist with the Auburn Univer- 
sity Extension Service, 
“With this document you 
can give specific in- 
structions for the disposal 
of your assets and can 
often save a lot of these 
assets by avoiding un- 
necessary expenses and 
taxes,” 

While every situation is 
different, here are some 
general suggestions you 
may want to consider in 
drawing up your will, 

A well-planned will pro- 
vides for each family mem- 
ber according to his or 
her needs, and makes a 
truly equitable plan for the 
distribution of your prop- 
erty. It should designate 
a guardian for all children 
under the age of twenty- 
one. A responsible execu- 
tor should be named to 
manage and distribute the 
estate, and the will should 
provide that he serve with- 
out bond, 

It is important to re- 
view your will at regular 
intervals and bring it up 
to date when there is a 
change in circumstances, 
An obsolete will can be 
worse than none at all, 
States Miss Bryan, 

Although a husband and 
wife may make a joint or 
mutual will, the survivor 
may be bound for life by 
an arrangement that might 
have tragic consequences, 
For this reason attorneys 
usually recommend in- 
dividual wills, 

Above all, don’t put off 
this necessary task too 
long, warns the specialist. 
A little foresight and prep- 
aration now will save your 
heirs considerable worry 
at a time when they are 
least prepared for such 
matters. A will won’t let 
you “‘take it with you,’’ 
but it will help your heirs 
to make a just and peace- 
able settlement,

present in them for a short 
time or for a long period 
before signs of the disease 
appear. 

[he virus is transmit- 
ted by saliva through an 
Open wound, such as a bite, 
It generally is present only 
in the saliva beginning with 
the two to three day period 
before the animal shows 
evidence of having the dis- 
ease, Thus, an animal that 
has attacked and bitten out- 
wardly appear normal. The 
picture usually associated 
with rabid dogs in which 
there is drooling from the 
mouth, snarling and un- 
natural stance or gait, does 
not appear until the disease 
is in its final stages. This 
is why it is important that 
an animal which has bitten 
someone be captured and 
confined for observation to 
determine if it actually has 
rabies.

Treatment is often pain- 
ful and sometimes carries 
with it an element of dan- 
ger. Every effort shouldbe 
made to locate the animal 
because if it is not rabid, 
there is no need for the 
antirabies treatment, and 
the victim is spared pain 
and days of worry. A person 
who is bitten should try 
to give as complete a de- 
scription as possible of the 
animal and the situation 
under which ,he was at- 
tacked to aid in location 
and capture, 


“Your health depart- 
ment, in cooperation with 
the local veterinary so- 
ciety, is on constant guard 
against rabies outbreaks, 
and stands ready to offer 
its full assistance in the 
event of an attack on any
